They are with you in the quiet stroll 
in deep and tangled forest—in the 
dust of the highway—in the fleW and 
meadow, and our efforts should be to 
have them, in every doorway and gar- 
den patch. Then the birds would fill 
your heart with peace and pleasant 
tboughs. Gloom and melancholy will 
be crowded out. Charity and love fqr 
all animated nature will give you a 
"took in" at the ibeauties of life, and 
your perverted appetite for wanion 
killing of this that and the other Ilv- 
inigr thing will melt away like the 
miaErnitic fog of the dismal swamp 
before the warming rays of the morn- 
ing sun.

wherever he went. Her own husband 
was but her husband, and already she 
had elected Meriwether Lewis as ber 
deity. 
When her huaband thrashed 


her, always he thrashed her husband. 


In her simple child's soul she con- 


secrated herself to the task which he 
had assigned her. Yes, when the grass 
came she -would take these white men 
to her own people. If they wanted to 
see the salt waters far to the west— 
her people had beard of that—then 
they should go there also. The bird 
woman was very happy that Christ- 
mas day. The chief hnd thrashed 
Charbonneau and had given her won- 
derful presents.

•V squeak is one of tnc .most annoy- 


ing and most elusive troubles to which 
"'"car Is subject. 
Usually it is located 


in the springs, and so ttew must be oil- 
ed. 
.Tacit up the frame, taking the load 


off the KprinBs. 
Pry the leaves 
apart 
and apply graphite grease by means.of 
a knife or thin stick, 'as most of the 
squeaks come at the tips o'. too springs. 
This treatment usually stops the noise. 


A device on the market to spread the 
leaws saves the trouble of jacking up 
thn wheels. 
Although this makes the 
process easier, it acts on the screw and
